Society Needs Reorga^^t^ 
Oijr systems of goveramenK"^^^ our 
economic -policies, indeed the whole 
structure k>r society are being critically 
examined, and it ssems dear that titc 
economic crisis through ,whlçh " .society 
is passing Is not . merely a pause fn otir 
affairs, '.but the beginning of' gr3.i.l 
changes. No longer are the funda- 
mental principles of our monetary 
system regarded ■. as trie SSB^ ft Mpi' e- 
serve of the ccononiist and^MpS^cr, 
and there has been awjalcenMf'tlirqijgh- 
out thç^ community a very''rëàl undér- 
standing of many matters which 'in 
times of prosperity received somewhat 
scant attention. In a world j capablè 
of prodùcting In abvndancë the neces- 
sities .gf life, the systems of produc- 
tion and distribution have brol;cn 
down. Both men and money are un- 
employed, with the result that inter-' 
est is now focussed on economics, in 
the hope of establishing more Just and 
stable conditions, by removing or 
controlling some of the hazards which 
have grown up in our socvial order- 
While tlie .outcome if not yet clear, 
it seems evident that the scientist and 
the engineer, with th&|||m^f the 
community, will face^^n^^i ideair 
and chàngeî^^a^^^|^^^|m8i in 
tlie next gehnSïîan^frhere ^are/ïiow- 
ever, no definite signs that the world 
will loss faith in science, or in the 
applications of science, as materïal 
factors in social progress: The scien- 
tist and the engineer have never yet 
played a very direct part in politise 
and government, but It is probable 
that- the trend of government will be 
increasingly towards regulation and 
control In industry, and in services 
rendered by engineering to the com; 
muixity. In which ca^e their sphere ot 
influence would be greatly enlarged. 
In such circumstances expansion in 
the technical activities and responsi< 
bilities of governments would arise, re> 
.quiring the- services of men of broad 
scientific and economic outloolc, who 
would become expert In iiarticulsr 
problems. High tribute Is due to thé 
ability of ^hC' existing engineering di< 
visions of our civil sei-vice, and It i* 
only fair to say that while full re- 
sponsibility is laid, on them for the 
ean^ing out of large, ihational. en- 
gineering projects, 'decisions to under- 
talce such worlcs tend to be governed 
by political rather than economic con- 
sideratibiu^Rand that as a rule, the 
'eii^inen-, has had little or no part in 
them. Of the 246 members pf our 
House of Commons, ' oMy 5 enr 
giheers, while 73 -u'e' iawyers, advo- 
cates and notaries. It Is probable that 
the^dlsproporUoiF,wiir^ though 

gineers would render better^.seryice in 
the exercise of their knowîrage-^âlong 
functional . . lines ' tmder 'à modified 
form oir government than as elected 
members of - our' legislature, for they 
are not 'Sfiven to speech-malcing. Suc- 
cess in engineering by no means iia- 
volves merely a^^ sound knowlejïge of 
fundaipentâl sciences, but depends 
largely on interest, temperament, and' 
attitude of mind. One project | will 
require great breadth of vision, b<dd- 
ness. in conception, and Independent 
thought, coupled with an ability to 
overcome difficult obstacles, b(^iijsfo^^ 
seen ànd unforseen, during. cnuiS^ 
tiqn. Another will require great .self- 
control; patient investigatlcm and de- 
yotion' tp detail. At times new ideas 
must be evolved- and urgèd forward, 
while under . other conditlohif "self-re- 
pression Is^AneM^l^^^u^^^^^dew' 
should interiere^nmi^^^^^sfid 
completion of a general plan. An open-

telligemgHu^ingenuity; Ability to 
decidèîro wra urage ■ to act;, will fre- 
quently accomplish 'more than, greater 
knowledge^ coupled- .with Indecision.

The present economic crisis has 
lasted sufficiently long to enable lis to 
vlsuallae the situation, and sonie of iis 
poâàible causes and 'effects, 'much more 
clearly' than amid the initial coivfue- 
ion,: A' broad general idea of the re- 
sults of a severe earthquake can be 
feathered quickly by a newspaper re- 
porta* on- the. spot,, but enlightened 
and patient study is needed in i)lan- 
hing the reconstruction. Study, of the 
structures which, while still standing, 
have shown unexpected weakness/ may 
rèveal fallacies in the conceptions oh 
w^ich. their design was based, and 
pohit the wiay to a safer rebuilding. 
In a gale at sea, one .ship goes, imder 
while another of similar type "rides out 
the storm, badly battered it maj^ be,

machinery by the engineer. He alone 
is not responsible for tlie distribution

as he found it, usually without ques- 
tidnias, and worked within it, ^.slick- 
ing like the; cobbler to hls.,la5t^ and 
not deeming it to. be his concern to 
study ^t deeply, miich less to seek to 
oh^^iige it. ::^g|^^^ipwever,v 
est ; is awaiceneS|^m-'he' ri^^^ 
inust . understand the complexities of 
our social and business structure— a 
madhtrie as. delicate and sensitive as 
tiiose which his technical skill created. 
He ha.s bcsun to realize, the sociological 
bearing of the operatidhiofiour whole 
industrial machinery,"' of -Which his own 
creation— the mechanical or producing 
element— Is but a part. Having be- 
come Interested to a degree heretofore 
unknown, his natural Instinct will lead 
him first to try to understand condi- 
tions, and then, to do the best he can 
within the limitations imposed. 

If the engineer of the next genera- 
tion is to play a leading part in shap- 
plng the organlatiofV pf seiciety, hewlU 
require a much better and more critical 
appreciation,, of social forces than has 
sufficed in thé period preceding the 
present crisis. Many close students -of 
affairs believe that our control over 
material forces has f&r exceeded our 
moral and legal controls, and ^here 
must be few indeed ready to assume 
that the intensive mechanisation of 
the àoth century- can continue un-^ 
checked, and sociological consequences 
be- Ignored, , . - 

Viewed as a period in the life of 
the race the machine age is still a 
comparatively new ajutnuient.. "We 
have not-^et^eanjed'td mtÏM and 
maks it aem, the whole of mankind. 
In airieuitiire. lii mining and in . man- 
ufacturing, we have exampléa of waste- 
ful unbaUnoe betweei} producing and 
consuming capacity, and 'the intensive 
mechanisation of the ixwt-war years 
an»ai-s to liave increased, this lack 
of balance. The buying power of so- 
ciety may ..prove inadequate to suitain 
the productive struclùre, It machine 
oconomy reaches a; point at which It 
tends to reducé thè amount of *m 
ployment available. There, may be a 
saturation point beyond which nii' 
chine economy begins ' to show . dimin- 
ishing returns, when the complete' At 
nation is considered. The reinvest- 
ment in more^Mchiries; of too large 
a propbrtlbnfwSw'wealt'h breated.by 
the machine, would then be checked,
